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Status of the Claims 



Original claims filed on 1 1/09/00, specifically those appearing on pages 



59-62 are improperly numbered. Claims 1-7 appear on page 58, and on page 59 the 
claims 16-18 appear and on page 60, claims 12-16 appear, etc. For applicant's record, 
the index of the claims has been renumbered to correct the deficiencies resulting from 
the initial numbering of the claims. Accordingly, Claims 16-18 appearing on page 59 
have been renumbered as claims 8-10; claims 12-28 appearing on pages 60-62 have 
been renumbered as claims 1 1-27 respectively. Applicant should amend the file to 
reflect this correction. 



Claims 3-4, 8-27 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 7.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 ,2,5,6,7 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Nelson, 
et al (6447539). 

Nelson, et al discloses a method for providing retropgrade perfusion of the 
myocardium with at least one conduit disposd between the ventricle and a coronary 
vein, (see column 20) 

Claim 5-6, see column 19, lines 35+. 

Claim 7, see claim 9 of Nelson, et al.
